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treaty, and he wouW regard it with as little respec 
•* tire blank sheet that he held in his had, [tearing 
it and casting it on the Hour J Such a treaty, 
considered as a private contract, would be, in law, 
not merely- voidable, but void. Void, ab initio. So 
should he regard the treaty of the Indian Springs, 
If made with incompetent i>ersons, whether fradu- 
Jently or not. Had it been submitted to this House 
thr an appropriation, with satisfactory evidence tint 
the Indian negotiators were destitute of authority 
fo make it, lie would not luve voted a cent to give 
To it elTect. 

So would he decide in relation to this treaty if 
ft were or could be proved, that fraduleni means 
had been employed for its ratification. Hut where 
ti the evidence of such fraud? Hoes any conceal- 
ment mark this transaction? The fact supposed to 
warrant the insinuation which has been made, is 
stamped on the very face of the treaty. What says 
its third article? 

immediately after the ratification of this Trea- 
ty, the UniteJ States agree to pay to the Chiefs of 
t.ue said Nation the sum of two hundred and seven- 

teen thousand and six hundred dollars, to be 
'tfviJed among the Chiefs and Warriors of the said 
■Nation.” 

fsh iil be immediately paid to whom? The Chiefs 
assembled Itere asserted that they had authority to 
receive this stipulated consideration. Is that au- 

thority doubted or denied? It re?ts, as they truly 
say, o.i the same evidence with their unquestioned 
power to tre it at all Their nubfequint agree- 
ment, among themstIves, relative to the distribu- 
tion of a part of the consideration, constitutes no 
link of the preceding negotiation, no feature ol the 
treaty itself. It is their separate arid independent 
act, ier -which they are re-ponsible, not to the 

.•secretary of War, or to us, but to those for whom 
they wore deputed to tre.v. Is the Secretary of 
War bound—has he the power, to follow these 

< hiets to their native tvihls m order to execute 
their laws, to enforce among themselves their own 
customs, to control them in the final distribution 
ofthe money, with which they are entrusted by their 
natron. 

If this treaty he valid, the appropriation which 
we make should eoutorm to its provisions. If 
Iraudulent and void, no appropriation whatever 
should be made. 

Had the tieatv liecn silent as to the part of the 
consideration which the Chief* proposed to distri- 
bute, befiTe their departure; had this sum been se- 

cretly promised; had it been proposed secretly to 
Iray it, so-as to screen the receivers from all res- 

ponsibility to the chiefs and warriors of the Creek 
nation; them would, indued, be some ground for 
the Imputation of fraud. On this, subject although 
negative proof cannot be required, we ore happily 
tarnished with the highest-; exculpatory testimony. 
A Senator from Missouri, of di*tingui«-hed abilities 
entitled, it need scarcely l e added, to the highest 
credit —a gentleman thoroughly acquainted with 
lite progress eftha entire negotiation, had volunta- 
rily c< rnmunicattd to Mr. M.— [here some gen le- 
ima exclaimed aloud that Mr. JUenton had so in- 
formed the Senate.] Mr. hi. pruceede t — lie had 
'nn right, he mid, to advert to what the honorable 
Senator had suiJ, in his ptnee to the body of which 
he is a member: but he had a right to tefer, lor 
purpo-ies ol public justice to his personal assurance 
to hiuisclfthnt, on the part of the Secret.try' of 
War, this treaty had been conducted on the fairest 
an 1 most honorable ptinciples. 

ii would, indeed, fur.ii-h matter of surprise, if, 
Vliile rumor had denied to the Serretaiy any share 
rtf credit for t!:e result of this negotiation, the fraud 
:'o wL:cfi it seem* now to he ascribed, bhould be 
imputed lo him. If the merit of success he award- 
ed toother gentleman, ire Should at least be ac- 
quitted of Ltaioe. 

(Tire Speaker hero questioned whether fllr. M. 
\vas in order.) 

He win* misunderstood, Mr. M. replied, by the 
( fiair. He madcuo charge upon any individual. — 

I fe had risen to acquit, to vindicate, not to condemn. 
( The Speaker said, no charge, had been mode on 

the Secretary of War.) 
It Is true, Mr. M. proceeded, apd I do not aver 

‘that such a charge has been formJly made. lint 
the view v. inch has been presented of this vvhole 
subject, rendered such an Influence natural if not 
unavoidable; and tcmeant, Mr. M. snlJ, lo include 
iTs possibility. 

'i he report of the nlTi -er of Indian Aff.urs dis- 
< >c-e tlie paternal kindness of the Secretary, in 
iilviaing the Chiefs who negotiated the Tic.Oy, to 
ilefer the distribution of any part of the considera- 
tion to be paid them, until their return to the bo 
vo-u of their nation. The language of this friendly 
mid considerate caution has been tortured into 
I.roof of an intended fraud, on the part of the 
chiefs; and of a connivance at its perpetration, on 
the prrt of the Secretary of V/it. A fraud tube 
perpetrated by those very chiefs who, it may be 
presumed, and it is said govern the council of their 
tribe at home; and which the treaty that they are 
to bear to that council would disclose upon its ve- 
ry features. 

Whatever may be the intention of tbe-e chief-, 
satd Mr. M. do but demonstrate this treaty to be 
fraudulent, and I am ready to pronounce it void. 

Hu would consider the evils of that civil war, of 
Wbidi a gentleman from Georgia has spoken, as 
l.ir preferable to the open sanction ot an atroci- 
ous fraud, by the Congress ol the LT.itoJ Stales._ 
Time has often healed the wounds inflicted by war, 
upon the prosperity of a People; but national mo- 
rality, the source of all national happiness, when 
once utterly lost, has rarely, if ever, been restored. 
He had not, however, risen, Mr. M. said, to dis- 
ctrss the merits of the late Creek Treaties,. but to 
'■intricate a friend fiotn reproach; and Lis object was 
he hoped, accomplished. 

Mr. Tattnall again rose, and said, that, to set 
the gentleman from Illinois perfectly right upon 
the point which Jtad been in dispute between them, 
ft was only necessary that he should read from the 
documents sent t® this House by the War Depart- 
ment itself. That gentleman would then see, and, 
he was sure, would readily acknowledge, that lie 
was incorrect in hisapprehension of the'lacts of the 

and that the list aJioded to, tile purport and 
character of which (he gentle man did not atrect 
to doubt, was presented to the War Department 
during the preparatory arrangements of the treaty, 
and that the Wer Department did, therefore »*•- 
cotneprrey tn the fraud before the treaty bad 
been transmitted to the Senate. 

After, said lie, some preliminary matters relative 
to the basis of the treaty are stated to have been 
adjusted, the document which I hold in my hands

The gentleman, in the enthusiasm of the moment, 
quoted the remark, that an honest man’s the no 

blest work of God,” and observed iliat, if so, the 
Secretary of War was one of the noblest works of 
find. Sir, let me not be understood as denying 
this. My private intercourse with him has not 

only been gratifying to me, but it has occasioned 
me to regard him, as 1 believe all who know hsm 
regard Inin, as a man of excellent heart and courte- 
ous manners, and as u gentleman of honor. 1 am, 
however, a public mail, discharging a public duty, 
and I must, therefore, say, that the unprecedented 
facts evolved in the course of this transaction leave 
me at a loss how to justify or to palliate the con- 

duct of the Government. Sir, l cannot but believe 
that if the members of the Administration had re- 
tie' ted for a moment upon the monstrous fraud 
which, with their agency, was to be accomplished 
— i; they had looked to the consequences affecting 
bo'h their public and their private characters, which 
a denouement would occasion; if they had thought 
that this sun which is now pouri ;g In* rays around 
us, would hive lighted tip ihe bureau wheie was 

hatched, in d irkness and in secrecy, this monstrous 
transaction; they never—trust me, sir, they never 
would have been soiled with it. The gentleman 
who is at the head of the Indian bureau, (I use 
the term bureau,” for f understand it is the mo- 
dern term adop ed iri this great city for a cieik’s 
office,) when iie was told by Kidge and Var.n ol 
the contemplated fraudulent distribution of the 
money, very composedly replied, •» it was their 
own affair!” The treaty expre sly provides that 
the money mentioned in it, (upwards, considerably, 
of two hundred thousand dollars,) shell be paid to 

'he Chiefs of the nation, to be divided anion" 
!he Chiefs and Warriors of the Creek nation " 
Hut Hidge and Vann are neither Chiefs nor War- 

! fiors of that nation, and were, therefore, not enti- 
! ded 'o a cent. The Depanmci.t of War, therefore, 
j disregarded the terms of its own treaty, when it 
| countenanced the disposition intended to tie made 
ol the money by the few persons who were here. 
It cannot he said that the Secretary of War wa« 

ignorant of the fact who those two persons, Ridge 
and Vann, were: for thice of my colleagues and 
myself had an interview wi ll the Secretary of War 
at the commencement of tho session, and tils'inct- 
ly apprised him that those two per-ons had noth- 
ing to do with the delcgat on; that they were not 
even Creek", but Cherokee*. There was, indeed, 
a kind of official connexion between them and the 
delegation: one was styled Secretary of legation. I 

j do not know what kind of a diplomatic thing the 
other was, or what title was given to hint, but it

j Their official connexion should never have been 
recognized by the Government.

knew, and that was enough. This was repoiied 
by ’he Head of ihe Indian Bureau to theSecre.a y 
of War, who directed that the Delegation siiouhi 
appear in the Department.

and Warriors, of the Creek nationo! Indian**, in 
cnnsidtiaiion ol Ihe Territory ceded by ttie Cre*k 
Indians to the United States. What entitled 
these Chcrokers to this enormous sum? They had no ii te-cst in the ( reck nation. '1 hey were 
not entitled to one loot ol land in the Creek coun 
tty, neither were the t.hiele, Head Men, or War- 
riors, of the (deck nation of Indians. What 
claim, then, could they have to §-10.000 of he 
money stipulated to be paid by the U. .States to tht 
Chiefs. Head-men, and Warriors, of the Creek na- 
tion ol Irdians? Air. T. said, it could not he con* 
wa* not concealed. They had heaid it openly eealed that there wa* palpable and gross fraud and 
corruption in this transaction. Gentlemen say, ail this 
spoken of. All he could say to this was, they had 
been moie fortunate than lie h<d men. fie cer- 
tainly had never heard of these corrupt tiamac- 
tion*r, or that such a sun* as §10,000 was intended 
to be given to Cherokee Indians who have no in- 
terest in ihe i reafy,until this information wasdravt-n 
fi om the Department by the Committee ol Con 
ferenre 

AJr. Dwight insisted that the amendment Was in 
accordance with the Treaty; the Treaty says the 
money shall be paid" to the Chief* and Warriors.” 
" Tile Chiefs,” of tlie Creek nation are not h«re-- ] 
they are in the Creek nation —a delegation only i* 
here, for diplomatic purposes, hut “the Chief*” 
ate at home; if the money, then, should he paid in 
the midst of n council of the nation, it would be 
paid a« the Tr> iity stipulates.

The packet **!»»j> Lewis, Capt. .Macy, arrived at 
Now York on Monday from Havre, wliei:ce she 
mailed on the UGtli May.

We regret, however, to per 
cetve in this negotiation nothing which offers ad- 
vantage to iheGreekt—it is in lact n mere settle- 
ment of differences between the Porte and the 
Emperor of Russia without scarcely a reference 
to the Greeks. The Turkish cabinet has already tie 
signaled two Plenipotentiaries to proceed to the 
frontiers. The hostages are also set at liberty, 
and positive rdeis given lor the evacuation o! 
Moldavia and Waliachta. It is slattd on the au 

thority of let-ets troin the Levant, that the brave 
Canaria has perished off Missolonglii, with the 
vc-sel which was u> der his command. 

Ii was sa;d that the conduct oi the Porte b’id 
excited a good deal ot discontent. A commercial 
let er, received in Paris from Odessa, stated that 
the Jaiwss Tie- h <t annouincd their intention o.* 
deposing tiie Sultan and proclaiming his son.
